That Startled n Party of Hunters.

CrERRYFIELD, ME., Dec. 25.—Away
outl on the Houlton roud, 20 miles from the
nearest church sand 10 miles from any post-
office, “Uncle Bile” Leatherbee divides his
time between hunling bears and picking
blueberries, following the former vocation
the year round aod the latter in the sesson
when blueberries are ripe. He is 75

vears old, 75 inches tall, and, beiog
“double tootbed,” he says he bhas
73 teeth in his bead, one bhav-

ing been knocked out in a fight with bruin.
Years ugo *‘Uncle Sile” was s lumberman
and general ndventurer, and be says be cat,
hauled out and set up the first telegraph
poles set between Baltimore and Washing-
ton, At this time he knew Prof, Morse well,
Ounce there was & talk of & partnership be-
tween the two.

He still retains many curionsideas gained
from contact with the electricians whom he
met half & century ago. Among these is a
keen interest in the advasnces which have
been made of Iate in galvanism, electricity
and magnetism. All the books and papers
which treat these subjects come to him
through the mails,. Oneof his hobbies is
that ot electric lighting. Last winter he
constructed seversl powerful storage bat-

teries, nnd had them ecarefully put
away in one end of the ce ﬁu
voder his little cabin of a honse

Whoeh any strsy hunter or berry-picker
strolled his way and asked what he was do-
ing, be replied: “Wait until it gets hot next
sumuwer, snd you willsee.” Bummer came,
and when all the blueberry plains were in
green fruitage, Uucle Sile ran a tall iron
lightuing rod up from one peak of his house
and conuected the lower end with his
storage batteries by weans of & stout copper
wire.

SOUTHWESTERN OIL.

A Less Roseate View Expressed of (he
West Virgioia Field,

THE PRODUCTION IS DECREASING.

Reports to the Contrary Are Baidto be
Made for a Parpose.

WELLS DEILLING IN VARIOUS PIELDS

SPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATOW]

CoRAOPOLIS, Dec. 25.—Some drilling is
being done in this field, and the wells
brought in by W. L. Mellon yesterday in-
dicate & somewhat wider belt than hereto-
fore supposed. These wells were the Eerr
No. 8, which is showing for 75 barrels per
day, and the Beggs No. 1, which looks like
8 60-barreler,

Gailey Bros. & Mellon’s No. 1, on the
maciiine shop lot, has reached the sand and
looks good for sbout 20 barrels per day.

A prominent producer in the West Vir-
giniafield said to Tee DISPATCOH scout to-
day that be was not fully in accord with the
ideas expressed by Mr. Hartwell, the coal
operator, in his New York interview. He
intimated that the coal man’'s knowledge of
the field sitnation in the Southwest was very
limited, and that the scout from whom he
derived his inlormation was without gues-
tion closely allied with the Standard Ol
Company. Continuing, he said: *‘Take the
history of the Bouthwesi, especially at Bel-
mont and Eureks, where three or four indi-
viduals have made a little money ount
of the limited prolific wpool; but go
outside of this, and what have been the re-
sults? Where they get one 10-barrel well
15 dry boles have been drilled. A good 10-
barrel well is a rarity, and dry holes the
order of things, Another thing, and I pro-
fess to know what I am talking about, wells
struck in this field are repo four times
as large as they really are, being boomed by
owners to sell property. In my opinion,
there is not over 5,000 barrels of oil pro-
duced in the West Virginia fields Ly,
and the way the wellsare declining therewill
not be over 3,000 barrels by April 1. The
West Virginia field has always been
boomed by land sharks, lease scalpers and
toose on the bear side of che market.

“The stutement of the Brady's Bend ocoal
operator, that the producers are working
energetieally, is entirely erroneous, as the
number of idle drillera and tool dressers
will testify. There are more idle drillers at
present than at any time in the past three
rmt’
